With  reference  to  Mr.  Belra  »'s  memoru  4  >n  dated  January  18, 
1954,  which  reports  comments  made  by  Roy  Cohn  to  White  and  ■  «nveys  the  im¬ 
plications  that  Cohn  is  getting  information  which  he  is  not  entitled  to  from  the 
Bureau,  since  so  far  as  I  know,  I  am  the  only  person  who  has  contact  with  Cohn, 

I  might  perhaps  be  a  little  sensitive.  To  jcgin  with,  I  have  never  discussed 
White  with  Qphn  except  on  one  occasion  which  I  will  enum  erate  later.  I  frankly 
did  not  know  that  Mr.  White  was  reporting  things  to  Mr  t  lmont,  although  I 
have  seen  memoranda  referring  to  White  and  I  knew  that  White  was  in  the  security 
set-up  of  the  General  Electric  Corporation  (GE).  I  certainly  hope  that  Mr. 
Belmont  is  not  laboring  under  any  false  assumption  that  I  am  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  furnishing  the  identity  of  our  informn+ion  from  confidential  sources 
ffa  Cohn,  as  I  am  not.  The  Director  and  /ou  e  been  informed  a  the  essence 
of  my  contacts  with  Cohn.

McCarthy  Committee  was  going  to  Boston,  I  very  promptly  told  him  of  Cohn's  ' 
call.  Cohn  also  told  me  that  he  had  sees  White  and  since  White  reports  every-  ^ 

thing  to  Mr.  Belmont  promptly,  he  warned  me  to  know  about  the  hearings.  I  f 

merely  observed  with  reference  to  Cohr  s  comment  on  White’s  reporting  to  t 

Belmont,  "Is  that  right."  IH 


I  have  never  been  under  any  allusions  about  Cohn's  propensity 
of  talking.  Certainly  his  comments  about  the  Director's  sending  him  ties  fo^ 
Christmas  is  absolutely  uncalled  for,  and  I  wish  there  were  s«-me  way  we  coy 
hop  him  on  this  without  divulging  the  so  rce  of  our  information,  obviously,  weV 
can't.  I  haVp  -tried  to  be  circumspect  ii  my  dealings  with  Cohn  and;at  the  same 
time  not  precipitate  any  blow-up  becau: ■»-  Cohn  is  temperamental.  He  lias  com¬ 
plained  to  me  in  the  p4/^t  a^bout  getting  t<  e  freeze  in  the  New  York  offic  e  and  so 
forth.  I  have  always  chided  him  that  h<  is  imagining  these  things  because 
whether  We  like  it  or -hot,  I  think  w-e  ha%e  got  to  get  along  with  him  as  long  as 
he  is  in  his  present  role.

For  your  information  I  am  attaching  the  VU,S,  and  US"  govern¬ 
ment  column  appearing  in  the  Times  Herald  for  November  80,  1953  which 
contained  an  item  to  the  effect  that  "a  local  agency  is^gjpter viewing 
for  clerk-typists  at  grade  GS-4  ($3175)  and  Civil  Servi  ce^fs  not  required. 
However  three  years  experience  and  speed  of  60  words  per  minute  is 
needed . "  and  futther  ” the  same  setup  is  offering  the  unusual  grade  GS-S 
starting  salary  for  stenographers  if  they  can  take  100  words  per  minute 
land  type  60  words.  These  start  at  $3410  and  do  not  require  status , w 

Through  a  contact  of  mine  at  the  U»S»  Employment  Service,  Mrs, 

I  Hilda  Morrison,  we  learned  that  the  agency  in  question  is  ..niA,  She 
did  not  have  any  further  information  except  that  their  investi gation 
is  taking  ninety  days  and  CIA  will  take  no  one  without  a  release, 

I  am  bringing  this  matter  to  your  attention  because  there  is 
3  no  clerk-typist  position  in  the  Bureau  as  high  as  Grade  GS-4  and  we 
have  no  starting  stenographer  job  as  high  asGrade  GS-5 ,  Obviously 
CIA  is  either  assigning  these  people  to  jobs  which  are  over-classi  fi  ed 
or  else  the  titles  of  the  jobs  are  not  fully  descriptive  of  the  duties , 

RECOMMENDATION:  That  authority  be  given  to  have  the  agent  handling 
liaison  with  CIA  endeavor  to  obtain  job  descriptions  or  in  lieu  thereof 
detailed  information  concerning  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of 
these  two  positions  so  we  will  be  in  a  position  to  answer  any  inquiries
